R ev. F. L. Sigmund, president of the

pointed in his lecture. 
President S ig ­ 
mund Is the youngest man on the As­ 
sembly program, this was hie first ap­ 
pearance at Dixon, but notwithstand­ 
ing these facts ho gave a good strong 
discourse and received the unstinted 
praise of all who heard him. 
W e re­ 
gret that we can give but a few brief 
abstracts of so able an effort. “ It shall 
ever be the glory of thought in these 
latter days that It is more and more be­ 
coming opened instead of «general. 
Students are concerning themselves 
less with the few subjects. 
There are 
good reasons for this. 
R esearch has 
so amplified our knowledge as to make 
it Impossible for anyone to compass all 
truth ih a life-time: eo that the scholar 
of a few centuries ago, whose capacious 
mind was filled wi th the results of study 
in many fields is an impossibility to­ 
day. 
But the deeperjroason is;the concep­ 
tion of the individual, the one thing 
the one mao, which 
modern thought 
has grasped, and the recognized influ­ 
ence of the Individual upon the class 
to which ho belongs. 
Every man has definite inclinations 
and was intended to attain 
a special 
destiny. 
These tools are to be found 
largely in 
oursolves. 
Individuality 
ealld alien lion to our points of distinc­ 
tion. 
As we distinguish, estimate and 
appreciate the various instruments o c 
cording to the (jutility of their musics 
so do wo place our stamp of approval 
or disapproval upon human nature ac­ 
cording to these less fundamental but 
more noticeable features of their be­ 
ing. 
Individuality is that which makes 
us ourselves, it is character, moral and 
spiritual* 
It exalts the individual be­ 
fore 
the whole world and 
in his 
own 
eyes as no other truth could 
possibly 
do. 
To bo only as others 
to boj considered by God or 
men 
as an indistinguishable part of the 
great mass of humanity to feel, at the 
close of life, or even during its contin­ 
uance, that we are exertlDg no distinct 
and definite intlueDce upon others and 
accomplisnlng no work that can stand 
for us, apart from all the rest of men, 
this indeed would be nothing, although 
we live, and to continue our empty ex- 
istance only in death. 
But it inspires 
and energizes us to believe that God 
basso formed men that for every work 
there will be a workman properly fit­ 
ted, for every heart seeking happiness 
there will be a cup fromjwhich todrink 
and for every soul aspiring to excel­ 
lence and usefulness there will be a 
field worthy the thought and the soul 
entertaining it.
